TRIP TO PACIFIC 


TAKES 17 DAYS 


If they should spread the state of 


Montana out flat It would cover most 
of the United States, for most of it 
ii standing up on end, and there 
must be fully four times as much of 
it as appears on the map. Much of 
the eastern part of the state is given 
over to grazing and the raising of 
horses and cattle, and the houses are 
.•.o far apart that you often wonder 
whore the people live that own the 
cattle that you .see along the way. 
What stiikes a Wisconsin man as the 
most que<;r purl of the proposition 
is the absence of barns. There are 
apparently no barns anywhere, and 
in many places they make no at- 
tempt to house their stock even dur- 
ing the worst weather. 


There are many irrigation projects 


in the ivrstein part of the state, and 
the water is led around in small 
ditches from place to place, winding 
aiound the sides of the hills in a 
most confusing manner. 
Ii^ places 


one ditch will run over another, the 
ditch being carried across on stilts, 
boards being used to confine 
the 


water. Alt'olia seems to be about the 
only crop, and it is seldom that one 
see.s a gaiden, and seldom a tree, 
although the western part 
of the 


slate is not near as bad in this re- 
spect 
a"> the eastern part of 
the 


state. 


You cross the continental divide 


,in the western part of the state, at 
which place you are at your highest 
joint on the way. 
The elevation 


here is 6,950 teet, but the road over 
the divide it, macadamized and is as 
smooth as any city street. 
After 


crossing the divide we rolled along 
for four miles without any power at 
all, and the IJrst mile was so steep 
that we were compelled to keep the 
brake on all the way to keep the 
opetd down so that it was safe to 
run. 


Fourth of July Pass has one of 


the worst stretches ot road, it being 
vei y steep to climb and a very narrow 
road. 
You meet many cars and in 


jAaces the road is so narrow that it 
i.s impossible to get by. We met one 
fellow that had got his two outside 
wheels off the road, and the car stood 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. 
Theie were six cars held up by the 
blockade, and we all went to work, 
and after pulling and hauling for ail 
hour managed to get him back onto 
thr road, and we went on our way. 


One is greatly surprised by the 


number of old rattletraps that try to 
pass over the steep roads, some of 
them no old and decrepit that they 
would tiot run on a decent road with 
any success. At one point the Snake 
River in Washington was so high 
that the ferry could not run and we 
had to cross the river on a railroad 
bridge. 
Now this does not sound 


like much of a job, but if you think 
it is any fun, just run down to the 
Northwestern bridge some day and 
try it for yourself. 
The fact that 


you do not know at what moment a 
train may come along adds consider- 
ably to the fun of the trip. 


We arrived at Seattle Tuesday 


evening, just seventeen 
days after 


.leaving Grand Rapids, and we were 
glad to get there. We had covered 
2,400 miles, and were tiled of riding. 
The trip gets a trifle monotonous 
after a time, and M. seems as if no- 
,body knew anything about the rtfads 
that were ahead. 
There were nu- 


merous places where bridges were 
out, 
and it was necessary to cross 


small streams, but they always as- 
sured us that after passing the next 
town we would have splendid roads, 
and there would be no trouble at all. 
We got so used to hearing this that 
it became a joke after a time,. 


The one place that caused Ni con- 


siderable 
worry 
was 
Snoqualmie 


Pass, which is about forty miles east 
of Seattle. 
The pass had been full 


oi snow until a late date, and when 
we passed through there the snow in 
places was as high as the top of the 
wind shield, and the weather was de- 
cidedly cold, although not freezing. 
However, the people assured us that 
we were passing through the great- 
est country on earth, and that if we 
lived there a year we would like it. 
The roads through the pass were 
muddy, but fairly good at that, and 
we had no trouble at all, and the ele- 
vation there is not as high as the 
continental divide, being something 
over 3,000 
feet. 
The scenery in 


many places was grand and impos- 
inp^but there were many times when 
we would have traded about three 
million acres of first class scenery for' 
about five miles of S&ir road. 
There 


are desert patches where nothing 
grows but cactus and little tufts of 
grass, and the dust is so deep that it 
rolls up around the eafin clouds 
and hides the sides of the road and 
anything that may happen to be 
ahead of you. 
Jack 
rabbits and 


gophers scurry across the road and 
are the only objects of interest to be 
seen. They told us that these desert 
places were volcanic ash, and assured 
us that they would raise great crops 
when iirigated. 
However, it" would 


take a hardy pioneer to settle in one 
of these places and start a farm. 
I 


do not know where the volcanic ash 
comes from, as there are no volca- 
noes. It looked like just plain dust 
to me. 


We are now located at Port An- 


geles, which is a rough mountainous 
country with lots of big timber, but 
we feel more at home here for the 
reason that it is more like Wiscon- 
sin than any other part of the coun- 
try we have been in.

born," but a residence of 29 years 
and a loyalty to the city of adoption 
that no one can question gives ma 
some rights possessed by the edit- 
or's right of birth.

Sentiment is the strongest motive 


that moves us, and this is the foun- 
dation for the love by al 'lot us to 
our name. 
The writer says that 


those who are most active—have 


resided here possibly fifteen or twen- 
ty years or less—probably look at 
and consider only the commercial 
side of a ndme."

some surgical operation. 


The ,pain we have all suffered be- 


cause flowers for dear ones dead 
have not arrived—gone to Michigan; 
suspense because a bank has been 
written, to have money forwarded by 
wire to a child ill or worse and the 
letter 
goes, 
though correctly ad- 


dressed, to Michigan. Do you want 
more, I can give it to you. 


Your suffering is a, poor type to 


all this that goes on dajly in Grand 
Rapids, Wis. 


You don't appreciate it, but such 


a sentiment has nothing to commend 
it but selfishness when compared to 
the untold suffering the quality of 
names with a town in Michigan has 
caused people residing in or con- 
nected with Grand Rapids, Wis., and 
it is high time we acted in a higher 
line of living and help the other fel- 
low and free those in the future 
from untold suffering. 
Much more 


and just as painful are the experi- 
ences that have .come from the mix 
in location that one neve'r hears 
about, is never told, born alone in 
silence and suffered by people in the 
solitude of their room.

TWO OLD SETTLERS 


ARE GALLED AWAY 


Charles Briere, Sr., one of the o'Jd 


and highly respected citizens of our 
city, died at his home on Third street 
at midnight on Sunday, death coming 
quite suddenly. 
Mr. Briere, while 


from the last attack a few years ago 
formerly subject to several strokes 
ot paralysis, had nicely recovered 
and was enjoying his usual good 
health. Deceased had suffered three 
distinct strokes, but following each 
attack he did a great deal of walk- 
Ing, 
this exercise warding off the 


fatal attack for a number of years. 


Mr. Briere was born near Mon- 


treal, Can., in November, 1844, later 
coining to Biron at the age of 21, and 
was among the pioneers In that sec- 
tion. He was associated in his early 
days with Francis Biron, after whom 
the village was named. A few years 
later he moved to this city and in 
3874 was united in marriage to Miss 
Louise Peltier. 
Mr. Briere was a 


prominent business man of this- city 
for a number of years, having been a 
member of the firm of Tlmm ^ 
Briere, a well known grower of cran- 
berries, and for several years a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
First National bank. 


Deceased had reached the age ot 


72 years at the time of his death 
and is survived by his widow and 
three children, the latter being Chas. 
E. Briere, Jr., of this city, Mrs. G. W. 
Smith of Seattle and Wilbur Briere, 
who is now located in South America. 
Mr. Briere was not only a pioneer 
resident in the city and one that had 
an unusually wide acquaintance, but 
a man that commanded respect and 
made a friend of those who came in 
contact with him.

TAKES 17 DAYS 


If they should spread the state o£ 


Montana out fiat it would cover most 
of the United States, for most of it 
ia standing up on end, and there 
must be fully four times as much o£ 
it as appears on the map. Much of 
the eastern part of the slate is given 


I over to grazing and 
the raising of 


i •loi-sos and cattle, and tho houses are 
! so far apart that you often wonder 


i v.-hi;re the people live that own 
the 


cattle that you see along the way. 
What strikes a Wisconsin man as the 
iiio-=t queer part of the proposition 
in the absence of barns. 
There are 


apparently no barns anywhere, and 
in many places they make no at- 
tempt lo house their stock even dur- 
ing the worst weather. 


The:re arc many irrigation projects 


in the western part of the state, and 
the water is let! around in small 
ditches from place to place, winding 
around the sides of the hills in a 
most confusing manner. 
In, places 


one ditch will run over another, the 
ditch being carried across on stilts, 
boards being used 
to 
confine, 
the 


water. 
Alfalfa scorns to be about the 


only crop, and it is seldom that one 
sees a garden, and seldom a tree, 
although the western part 
of the 


st.aU: is not nea.r as bad in this re- 
spect its the eastern part of the 
state. 
You cross the continental divide 


in the western part of the state, at 
which place you arc at your highest 
point, on the way. 
The elevation 


here is 0,050 feet, but the road over 
the divide is macadamized and is as 
.smooth us any 
city 
street. 
After 


crossing the divide we rolled along 
for four miles without any power at 
all, 
and the tirst mile was so steep 


that we were compelled to keep the 
brake on all the way to keep the 
spewl down so that it was safe to 
run.Fourth of July Pass has one of 
the worst stretches of road, it being 
very steep to climb and a very narrow 
| road. 
You meet many cars and in 


[Auces the road is so narrow that it 
is impossible to gel by. We met one 
fellow that had got his two outside 
wheels off the road, and the car stood 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. 
There were six cars held up by the 
blockade, and we all went to work, 
rind after pulling and hauling for au 
hour managed to get him back onto 
tiie road, and we went on our way. 


One is greatly surprised by the- 


number of old rattletraps that try to 
pass over the steep roads, some of 
them so old and decrepit that they 
would riot run on a decent road with 
any success. At one point the Saake 
River in Washington, was so high 
that the ferry could not run and we 
had to cross the river on a railroad 
bridge. 
Now this does not sound 


like much of a job, but if you think 
it is any f u n , just run down to the 
Northwestern bridge some day and 
try it for yourself. 
The fact that 


you do not know at what moment a 
train may come along adds consider- 
ably to Hie fun of the trip. 


We arrived at Seattle Tuesday 


evening,' just seventeen days after 
.leaving Grand Rapids, and we were 
glad to get there. 
We had covered 


2,400 miles, and were tired of riding. 
The trip gets 
a trifle 
monotonous 


.after a time, and >t seems aa if no- 
,body knew anything about the rtfarls 
that ivere ahead. 
There were nu- 


merous places where bridges were 
out, 
and it was necessary to cross 


.small streams, but they always as- 
sured us that after passing the next 
town we womd have .splendid roads, 
and there would be no trouble at all. 
We got so used to hearing this that 
it became a joko after a time,. 


The one place that caused Ni con- 


siderable 
worry 
was 
Snoqualmie 


Pass, which is about forty miles east 
of Seattle. 
The pass had been full 


of snow until a late data,' and when 
we passed through there the snow in 
places was as high as tiie top of the 
wind shield, and the weather was de- 
etdert'iy cold, although not freezing. 
However, the people assured us that 
we were passing through the great- 
est country on earth, and that if we 
lived there a year we would like it. 
The roads through the pass were 
muddy, but fairly good at that, and 
we had' no trouble at all, and the ele- 
vation there is not as high as the 
continental divide, being something 
over 3,000 
feet. 
The 
scenery 
in 


many places was grand and impos- 
ing, but there were many times when 
\yo(""woulcl have traded about thres 
million acres of first class scenery for' 
about five mi'ies of fair road. There 
are desert patches where nothing 
grows but cactus and little tufts of 
grass, and the dust is so deep that it 
rolls 'up around the car" in clouds 
and hides the sides of the road and 
anything that may happen to be 
ahead of you. Jack 
rabbits and 


gophers scurry across the road and 
are the only objects of interest to be 
seen. They told us that these desert 
places were volcanic ash, and assured 
us that they would raise great crops 
when irrigated. 
However, it would 


take a hardy pioneer to settle in one 
of these places and start a farm. 
I 


do not know where the volcanic ash 
comes from, as there are no volca- 
noes. It looked like just plain dust 
to me. 
We are now located at Port An- 


geles, which is a rough mountainous 
country with lota of big timber, but 
we feel more at home here for the 
reason that it is more like Wiscon- 
sin than any other part of the coun- 
try we have been in.

Those who had witnes.-ed the a.s.,aull 
ire in ihe rear end 01 the car hastened 
'0 Temple, who lay unconscious on 
the sidewalk, picked him up, and car- 
ried him into th" house. The phy- 
sicians, who were hastily summoned, 
found that Temple's skull had been 
fractured and assistance was impossi- 
ble 
He only lived a fow moments, 


never recovering consciousness. 


The waapon wltn which the blow 


had been inflicted was a piece of one 
and one-half inch gaspipe, nearly four 
feet long, and it hud been used bo vio- 
lently that the pipe was bent midway 
to almost a right angle. The hat which 
the murderer had dropped was a uew, 
cheap, broad-brimmed black one, of 
unusually large size. It was, in fact, 
too large for any ordinary man's head, 
and for that reason, probably, it had 
fallen off when the negro delivered the 
blow. 


The witnesses of the crime all had a 


plain view of the murderer, whom they 
unanimously described as a tall young 
negro, very black, 
well-built, 
well- 


dressed, and with the fealures of a 
white man. 
The lips were thin, the 


nose straight, and the general impres- 
sion was that he was a white man 
•who had blackened his face for the 
purpose of disguising himself. 


The dead man had a brother, a prom- 


inent physician of Springfield. 111., who 
hud been sent for and had arrived at 
Dallas two da>s after the murder. 
The doctor was anxious to have his 
brother's murderer brought to justice, 
arid had been the moving spirit in the 
employment of my services 


Next morning the police chief, sher- 


iff, and myself went over the ground. 
I examined the hat and the piece of 
pipe which the murderer had used. 
The pipe was new, and had been cut 
from the end of a long joint, evi- 
dently for the special use to which it 
had been put, so that the assassin 
could conceal It in carrying it to the 
place where he lay in wait for his vic- 
tim. 


There was a large colony of negroes 


in Dallas, as in most 
other 
Texas 


towns, but nobody seemed to know 
anything of a negro with the features 
of a white man. All the witnesses of 
the murder agreed that they had nev- 
er seen anyone before who looked at 
all like the murderer. 


Since every crime has its motive, I 


began by investigating any possible 
cause for the homicide. Mr. Temple, 
I discovered, had been the superintend- 
ent of a Sunday school. 
He was in 


the wholesale lumber business, and 
was associated with two gentlemen, 
who may be known as Smith and Per- 
ry. When the partnership was form- 
ed each had taken out a ten thousand 
dollar life insurance policy on the life 
of one of his partners, which policies 
were carried on the company's funds. 
Temple, I learned further, 
had 
in- 


curred the enmity of a number of 
citizens, among them being a brother- 
in-law, who had been heard to threat- 
en his life. Temple had had some lit- 
igation with the proprietor of a saw- 
mill, who lived in the eastern part of 
the state of Texas. The 
litigation, 


•which involved the sum of some fifty 
thousand dollars, had been in court for 
several years, but, a short time be-1 
fore the murder, a decision' had been ] 
rendered in Temple's favor. The saw-1 
mill proprietor had the reputation of 
being a good citizen, honorable anp1 
reliable in business affairs, but had 
killed two or more people during the 
course of his life, having been exon- 
erated by the courts on each occasion. I 


It was clear, therefore, that there > 


might have been several motives for [ 
the commission of the crime. 


Now comes the strange part of my 


narrative. At noon on the second day 
after my arrival at Dallas, having eat- 


en ray dinner and walked out of the 
hotel where I was staying, I stood still 
for a moment on the sidewalk, being 
undecided as to which direction I in- 
tended to take. As 1 stood there I 
saw a fine looking young woman com- 
ing across the street toward me. As 
she appicached, I perceived that, al- 
though as white as myself, she was 
yet "colored," only the negro blood 
showed itself In the contour of the fea- 
tures instead of In the pigmentation. 
Her hair was curly, and deep red, her 
eyes were blue, her carnage graceful 
She might have passed for a beauty, 
but for the kinky hair and a number 
of laige blown freckles upon her face. 
As I stood watching lior a hand was 
laid upon rny shoulder, and I looked 
round, to perceive Dr. Temple stand- 
ing at my side 


"What do jou think of her?" in- 


quired the doctor, 


"She is a freak of nature," I 
an- 


swered. 


"Yes." replied the other. "I noticed 


her yesterday in that building where 
my brother had his office 
She 
ap- 


peared to be having an earnest conver- 
sation with the janitor." 


Now there wa,s no reason why the 


fact that the dead man had had his 
office in the building which the young 
woman visited should in any way im- 
plicate her in, or connect her with 
the crime 
Nevertheless, I could not 


i;et her out of my mind 
The doctor 


took his departure, and I strolled on 
thoughtfully. 
Before 
I had gone a 


block the conviction that 1 had obtain- 
ed a clue became so overwhelming that 
1 decided to find out who the young 
woman was, and what her business 
with the j.-.nitor had been 


Shenfl Cabel knew everyone In Dal- 


las, and 1 turned round and went back 
to the courthous". wheie I found him. 


"Sheriff,' 1 said, "1 saw a colored 


girl near the hotel a short time ago, 
and 1 would like to know who she is 
and something about her." 
I then de- 


scribed tho woman. 


"That girl is known as Liza John- 


sou," 
answered the sheriff. "You know 


Emma, Johnson? 
Well, she is 
the 


daughter of an old colored woman who 
lived with Emma Johnson for many 
years 
Her mother died when she was 


a child, and Emma raised 
her 
as 


though she were her own daughter. 
Emma thinks a good deal of her and 
can tell you all about her, so if you 
would like me to, I will take you over 
to see her." 


On my assenting, the sheriff took me 


to Miss Johnson's house, where the 
sheriff introduced me, stating that I 
was a friend of his. 


"I want to know something about 


your maid, Liza," I said 
"I under- 


stand that sha has been seen in an 
office building over 
on 
Commerce 


street, and I am anxious to 
learn 


what business took her there." 


"Why, 
I really don't know, but 1 


reckon I can find out," answered Miss 
Johnson. "About a month ago the ne- 
groes here In Dallas had a picnic and 
Liza went to that picnic. She met a 
\oung negro there and he brought her 


straight nose. If he had been a white 
man he would have been good look- 
ing." 


This was an exact description of 


the slayer of Mr. Temple. 


"He came here from some place in 


the state," continued Miss 
Johnson 


"He is a stranger here and does not 
mix with tha other colored people. He 
is acting as a sort of body-servant to 
his master, who has an office in that 
building on Commerce street. 


"What is his name?" I inquired. 
"His first name is John," 
replied 


Miss Johnson, "and his last name is 
the same as his master's, which I can- 
not at present recall." 


"Was his master's name Perry?" 
"Yes. That is it—John Perry. But 


John is not in town now. He left last 
Monday. He came over and saw Li- 
za and told her he was going to the 
races at San Antonio there this week. 
He writes to her every day, and she 
got a letter from him this morning." 


"Can 
you let me see the letter with- 


out Liza's- knowledge?" I asked 


"0, yes," replied the lady. "I will 


send Liza over to the drug store on an 
errand, and I can get it for you be- 
fore she returns." 


Sho Bent Liza to the drug store and 


got the letter, which she handed to 
me. It had been mailed the day be- 
lore from San An 
. The rest of 


the word was not apparent, because 
the mailing stamp had not touched the 
paper completely. 


There seemed now no doubt 
but 


lhat the murderer bad been found, and 
that he was at San Antonio. Having 
elicited a promise of secrecy 
from 


Miss Johnson, I next proceeded to the 
plumbing shop where I had reason to 
believe the pipe had been 
bought. 


The brother of the proprietor, a boy 
of eighteen, at once recognized the 
piece of pipe, which he said he had 
cut from a large joint for the negro 
Hie Friday before the murder. He de- 
scribed the man as fully as Miss John- 
son had done, and said that he could 
identify him on sight. 
1 immediately 


arranged for tho young fellow to ac- 
company me to San Antonio at my 
expense, agreeing to recompense him 
for his time. The boy got ready, and 
we left for San Antonio, arriving there 
the next morning. 
While breakfasting 


at the hotel a telegram was brought 
me. It was from Sheriff Cabel and 
read: 


"Go to San Angelo, Tex , at once." 
Before leaving for San Antonio I 


had arranged that the sheriff should 
examine all letters received by the 
maid, with the result that on that 
morning one had arrived with the San 
Angelo postmark plainly stamped on 
it. We accordingly took 
the 
next 


train for that point, arriving on the 
following morning, Sunday, jusl 
a 


week after the murder of Mr. Tem- 
ple 


San Angelo was a small cattle-ship- 


ping town 
Within an hour after our 


arrival I had been able to ascertain 
that the negro, John Perry, had left 
on the Saturday evening for Lampasas, 
Tex. On the following morning we ar- 
rived at that point. 
Lampasas was 


the county seat and it was court week. 
The town was filled to overflowing 
We walked to the hotel, and, on near- 
ing the postoffice, saw a large crowd 
waiting for the distribution of the mail.

by process of law. At the jail the man 
was searched and the letter was taken 
from him, together with the two bills, 
which proved to be of the value of 
fifty dollars apiece. 
The letter had 


been torn, but I quickly pieced the 
fragments together and read as fol- 
lows: 


"I enclose you one hundred dollars 


on receipt of which you 
must 
go 


quietly and at once to the City of Mex- 
ico. I will join you there. 
Detectives 


are onto us, and you must not let them 
catch you. It -would be fatal. 
John 


Perry." 


[ instructed the sheriff to feed the 


prisoner, but not to allow him a knife 
or any other implement with which he 
could do himself bodily harm. I ex- 
plained that it was essential that the 
negro should be brought back to Dallas 
in safety, in order that a statement 
might be obtained from him as to why 
he had killed Temple. 


I was eating my dinner when a dep- 


uty sheriff rushed into the room, call- 
ing my name. 


"Come to the jail at once," he said. 


"That nigger of yours has 
cut 
his 


damned head nearly off." 


As soon as I had departed the pris- 


oner had called the jailer and told him 
that he had a sliver in his finger, ask- 
ing him to lend him his knife to re- 
move it. The old jailer offered the 
man his pocket knife through the bars, 
and Perry, stepping back, opened it 
and cut his throat before the jailer 
could get into the cell. 


The man had cut the wind-pipe in 


two, but he had not severed the jugu- 
lar rein. An old physician, who was 
summoned, looked at the prisoner. 


"Why, that nigger will die. 1 can't 


do a thing for him," he said. 


He refused to sew up the wound, but 


finally a younger man was found who 
performed the operation, I myself hold- 
ing Perry meanwhile, and stated that, 
with proper care, the man would live. 


About the middle of that afternoon 


Perry admitted to me that his young 
master, John Perry, had' induced him 
to go to Dallas for the purpose of kill- 
ing his partner, Mr. Temple. He said 
that his master had paid his expenses 
and had furnished him liberally with 
money, promising also to give him five 
hundred dollars more after the mur- 
der.

The prisoner had almost suc- 


ceeded in dashing out his brains be- 
fore he was prevented. 


Owing to the high standing of Perry 


the jail was filled with citizens on the 
next day, many of them being friends 
of Temple, and leading citizens. Tele- 
grams began to pour m from all parts 
of the state, tendering the prisoner all 
sorts of aid, financial and otherwise. 
An able lawyer volunteered to defend 
the prisoner, and society ladies sent 
him many delicacies of various kinds. 


The prisoner had offered in extenu- 


ation for his attempt to commit suicide 
the plea that he had felt intolerably 
humiliated by being accused of the 
murder of his partner. 
He declared 


that he was innocent and would be 
exonerated In court. 
Unfortunately 


there appeared to be every likelihood 
that Perry spoke the truth, since the 
main evidence against him was that of 
a negro, and a black man's testimony 
requires to be strongly substantiated 
in the south before it can convince the 
Imind of the average white juryman. 


The colored prisoner continued to 


improve, and Perry, who had seriously 
injured himself, was also on the high 
road to recovery when a young woman, 
sent him a choice luncheon, in which 
was a cut glass plate containing deli- 
cacies. While John Perry was eating 
this lunch, the guard being at the far 
end of the cell, he suddenly struck the 
plate upon the steel floor, breaking 
it to pieces. He picked up a large, tri- 
angular-shaped piece of glass, with 
edges as sharp as that of a razor, and 
plunged it into his throat, at the same 
time giving the piece of glass an extra 
twist, which severed the jugular vein, 
causing death in a few minutes. 


The colored man pleaded guilty at 


the trial and was sentenced to a life 
term in the state prison. 


The murder occurred on a Sunday. 


I arrived in Dallas on the following 
Wednesday, made my investigations, 
located and arrested Perry, the negro, 
caused the arrest of the white Perry, 
left Dallas, and returned to St. Louis 
within ten days after he had set out, 
after having traveled nearly four thou- 
sand miles.

Mixing Paste. 


When flour paste becomes watery 


upon cooling, it is evidence that the 
mixture has been boiled too long. 
Only the best flour should be used for 
making paste. Many paper hangers 
do not boil paste. They make a stiff 
batter with lukewarm water, stirring 
out all lumps, and then briskly stir in 
boiling water. When the mass thick- 
ens continue stirring, but add no more 
hot water. Pour a little cold water on 
top and set the paste away to cool.

We walked to the hotel, and, on near- 
ing the postoffice, saw a large crowd 
waiting for the distribution of the mail. 
The young fellow who was \vith me 
called my attention to a colored man, 
who was standing apart 
from 
the 


crowd, and evidently waiting for a let- 
ter. 


"That's the nigger I sold that piece 


of pipe to," he said. 


It was John Perry. 
I told the boy to stay where he was 


until the negro had been arrested, and 
then to follow quietly to the jail.. I 
approached the negro, but then decid- 
ed to wait until he had received his 


i letter. 
In a few moments the negroes 


in the crowd began lining up in front 
of the postofTice window. John Perry 
received a letter. He left the line at 
once and walked aroun,d a corner of 


calibre Colt revolver pointing at his 
head. 


He tried to draw a revolver from his 


pocket, but, seeing that he was cov- 
ered, hesitated. Meanwhile a crowd 
had quickly gathered, and a tall, thin 
man, drew a Colt on both of us, and, 
with a. voice as shrill as that of a. wild 
goose, yelled: 


"I am the sheriff of this county and 


I command peace!" 


"Mr. Sheriff, 1 am an officer from 


Dallas and have arrested this negro 
for murdering a white 
man 
there. 


Take hold of him!" 1 replied. 


The sheriff grasped the negro by one 


arm and 1 by the other, and we started 
for the jail through an

rested for the murder of a white man, 
threatened a lynching. 
The sheriff 


dissuaded them, however, 
promising 


that the negro should be dealt with

This was for 
the purpose of letting Perry believe 
that the negro would not be able to 
give evidence against him. and so in- 
ducing him to remain in Dallas.

I instructed the sheriff to feed the 


prisoner, but not to allow him a knife 
or any other implement with which he 
could do himself bodily harm.

negro should be brought back to Dallas 
in safety, in order that a statement 
might be obtained from him as to why 
he had killed Temple. 


I was eating my dinner when a dep- 


uty sheriff rushed into tho room, call-

As soon as I had departed the pris- 


oner had called the jailer and told him 
that he had a sliver in his finger, ask- 
ing him to lend him his knife to re- 
move it. The old jailer offered the 
man his pocket knife through the bars, 
and Perry, stepping back, opened it 
and cut his throat before the jailer 
could get into the cell. 


The man had cut the wind-pipe in 


two, but he had not severed the jugu- 
lar vein. An old physician, who was 
summoned, looked at the prisoner. 


"Why, that nigger will die. I can't 


do a thing for nim," he said. 


He refused to sew up the wound, but 


finally a younger man was found who 
performed the operation, I myself hold- 
ing Perry meanwhile, and stated that, 
'with proper care, the man would live. 


About the middle of that afternoon 


Perry admitted to me that his young 
master, John Perry, had' induced him 
to go to Dallas for the purpose of -kill- 
ing his partner, Mr. Temple. He said 
that his master had paid his expenses 
and had furnished him liberally with. 
money, promising also to give him five 
hundred dollars more after the mur- 
der. 
He said he had not wanted to do 


it, and had tried to back out of the 
agreement after reaching Dallas, but 
that his master had threatened to kill 
him unless he did so, and that through 
fear of him he had killed Temple.

An able lawyer volunteered to defend 
the prisoner, and society ladies sent 
him many delicacies of various kinds. 


The prisoner had offered in extenu- 


ation for his attempt to commit suicide 
the plea that he had felt intolerably 
humiliated by being accused of the 
murder of his partner. He declared 
that he was innocent and would be 
exonerated in court.

that Perry spoke the truth, since the 
main evidence against him was that of 
a negro, and a black man's testimony 
requires to be strongly substantiated 
in the south before it can convince the 
:mind of the average white juryman.

The colored prisoner continued to 


| improve, and Perry, who had seriously 
injured himself, was also on the high 
road to recovery when a young woman 
sent him a choice luncheon, in which 
was a cut glass plate containing deli- 
cacies. While John Perry was eating 
this lunch, the guard being at the far 
end of the cell, he suddenly struck the 
plate upon the steel floor, breaking 
it to pieces. He picked up a large, tri- 
angular-shaped piece of glass, 
with 


edges as sharp as that of a. razor, and 
plunged it into his throat, at the same 
time giving the piece of glass an extra 
twist, which severed the jugular vein, 
causing death in a few minutes. 


The colored man pleaded guilty at 


the trial and was sentenced to a life 
term in the state prison. 


The murder occurred on a Sunday. 


I arrived in Dallas on the following 
Wednesday, made my investigations, 
located and arrested Perry, the negro, 
caused the arrest of the white Perry, 
left Dallas, and returned to St. Louis 
within ten days after he had set out, 
after having traveled nearly four thou- 
sand miles.

have been there since the J-jtiropean war broke out. 
In ail there were some 500 {.Jermans. Hungarians, 
i'oles, Jiussians and others being detained when 
I>ocior Howe lii-st took up his duties u.s commis- 
sioner of i m m i g r a t i o n , tin; majority of whom had 
been ordered deported because of the violation of 
the immigration sl.atutcs. 


They were men, women and children—peasants 


for t i n - most part—from small towns anil villages 
of Kin-ope. 
Hefore the order of deportation could 


be carried out the steamship companies which had 
brought, most of these people over wen; forced to 
w i t h d r a w their vessels from 
the war, and consequently 
those to whom admission 
to tin; <:ou n try had 
been 


denied were forced to re- 
main 0:1 K i l l s island. Some 
of them have since been 
admitted 
to the country, 


either conditionally or un- 
conditionally.

Late one afternoon last October Doctor Howe, 


while going around the station on one of these 
tours of investigation, noticed a middle-aged wom- 
an, of neat, motherly appearance, with two pretty 
l i t t l e girls cuddling up to her, sitting in the deten- 
tion room. 
As the hour was late and he thought 


they were visitors Doctor Howe inquired what they 
were waiting for and if lie could do anything for 
them. 


The woman explained that she. was British and 


with her children had been ordered deported. They 
had arrived from Great Britain about a month he- 
fore, but had no friends in this country and no 
raonpy and, therefore, hail not been allowed to 
enter. 


The healthy appearance of the two children, their 


pretty faces and their evident good breeding won 
over the commissioner on the spot, and he immedi- 
ately interested himself in their cnse. 


The woman's name was Mrs. Itita Horner, and 


her story was this: "When the war broke out she 
was living-with her family, which, besitles her hus- 
band, consisted of two sons and three daughters, 
on a dairy farm some miles out of Capetown. South 
Africa. 
The country about them was rugged and 


wild and the girls, despite their young years, were 
forced to walk many miles every day to attend 
school. 
The sons, who were older, helped to work 


tho farm. 


"The husband and the two boys, along wilh most 


of the able-bodied men in that section, enlisted in 
the British army soon after war was declared and 
were sent to the front. 
They took part iu the 


fighting in Belgium and northern France. One son 
was killed ami the father seriously wounded. All 
trace of the other son had been lost. 
Mrs. Horner 


wtis unable to work the farm by herself, so she 
raised wluit money she could and went to England 
with'her three daughters—Una, fifteen years; I'iri. 
ten years old, and Kita, nine years old. They 
had not been in England long when Mrs. Horner 
decided to come to America." 


On hearing Mrs. Homer's story Doctor Howe 


communicated with the authorities at Washington. 
He explained that these people were all strong 
and healthy, that the children were beautiful and 
that there was no danger of them becoming a pub- 
lic charge. Furthermore, lie announced his willing- 
ness to be responsible for tlveni, and a few days 
after the machinery had been set in motion word 
came back from Washington that Mrs. Horner and 
her children would he released in his custody. 


Meantime the family had made friends with near- 


ly evers-bocly on the island. 
The watchman and 


guards petted the children and gave them inany 
llttle presents. The attendants did all they could 
to make them comfortable.

Noticing tbib Doctor 


Howe one day asked the reason. 


"We are not lonely for people, but lonely for ani- 


mals," they answered. In South Africa one of their 
principal pastimes had been to trek through the 
woods with their dogs. The Homers remained at 
KIlis island for several weeks after they had been 
admitted to the country; then Doctor Howe took 
them up to a summer home he has in the woods in 
Westchester county. 


There they have lived all winter, enjoying life in 


the open country, especially wjien snow was on the 
ground ' a n i l the deer tracks could be 
followed 


through the woods. The two younger girls possess 
a knowledge of woodcraft which Doctor Howe says 
is really amazing, and they have no fear of getting 
lost in'the woods. They walk for miles in which- 
ever direction their fancy takes them, always find- 
ing their way back home by the same sort of in- 
stinct as that by which an Indian is guided. 


The interest shown by Doctor Howe in this par- 


ticular case was in keeping with Ids genera! policy 
of so administering the affairs of Ellis island lhat 
those who come to this country from other lands 
with the intention of making a new home for them- 
selves will be treated with as much kindness anil 
consideration as the enforcement of the exclusion 
laws permits. 


The enforcement of these laws is hound to cause 


many hardships and disappointments, but Ellis is- 
Innd'is no longer a place to he dreaded. It is clean, 
wholesome and comfortable. 
The walls of the 


registry room, where the incoming aliens receive 
their first impressions of America, tire no longer 
bare and forbidding. They have been draped with 
American flags and hung with portraits of the pres- 
idents and pictures of important events in Amer- 
ican history. Palms and other growing plants have 
been placed around the room. 
Photographs illus- 


trative of the natural beauties and resources of 
America, procured from the various government de- 
partments at Washington, have been placed in the 
detention room and around the corridors. 


Every Sunday afternoon a concert is given in the 


registry room, the music being furnished by some 
one of'the organizations of foreign-born persons in 
arid about New York city which have volunteered 
to furnish such entertainment. 
A. moving picture 


outfit has also been provided by another group of 
interested persons, and receptions are given every 
Thursday night. These entertainments have done 
much to'brighten the lives of those who have been 
detained on the island for months. Last summer to 
relieve the situation playgrounds were opened on 
the island, and mothers and children were per- 
mitted to play on the lawns. The first day they 
were released from the station they rolled upon the 
earth and wept with joy from contact with the 
green grass. 


During the winter months handball and other in- 


door games have been provided. Classes in gym- 
nastics have been organized for the men. The 


women have been given instruction in sewim.- ana 
provided w i l h material to make clothes for them- 
selves and children. A school has been leiuporurily 
opened to teach the children, and the New VnrU 
city public library auihuriiios have donated a num- 
ber of books printed in Cci'tnan and other foreign 
languages for the use of. those who have a desire 
to read. 


The men and women are permitted to mingle 


more freely in the various detention wards, and as 
a result of these innovations the fee!in.'_' which 
prevails among those who havf been Ion:: d e t a i l 
tit the staiioa is more cheerful t h a n i t was ibtriir-; 
the lirst few months of the war. 
A t t . m p t s in es- 


cape, which were I reiinon t at one lime, have eot.ie 
to an end.

They 
come for the most part with fear in their hearts: 
they fear government rather than love it. 
And 


their instinct is to expect something very like what 
they received at home. 


"First impressions are lasting, and it has been 


our effort at Kills island to make these impressions 
as democratic as possible, and to aid in as many 
ways as we could in protecting the immigrant and 
assisting him to his final destination. 
For the Im- 


migrant is imposed on : he is exploited. To prevent 
this as much as possible otlices have been opened 
in New York city, one at the Barge ollice. tit South 
Ferry, and the other tit -'-in Kr.st Seventy-ninth 
street, to which the immigrant can go and procure 
aid. assistance and advice about tnattors that con- 
cern hint. 
Through these offices V- is directed to 


schools and to the naturalization oflices. The oiii- 
ces co-operate with the police department am! w i t h 
all the many agencies in New York which have 
been created to aid the immigrant. At these ollices 
there are employment agencies which find work 
.for men nnd women, and which aim to d i s t r i b u t e 
them to farming positions to relieve the congestion 
in tho cities. 


"Similar protection has been accorded the alien 


in transit to the West, in securing the best trans- 
portation facilities and otherwise relieving the im- 
migrant from the dangers which beset him while 
reaching his u l t i m a t e destination. 


"Wnr conditions brought 
probably 
500 men. 


women and children to Ellis island who for some 
reason or other had to go back to their native land ; 
they were not admissible to the country. Kadi of 
these cases lias been investigated personally, their 
friends and relatives have been looker! up, and in 
the great majority of cases they have been ad- 
mitted rm bond to some person willing to he re- 
sponsible for them. 
Positions have been found for 


hundreds, from whom periodic reports are required 
as to how they are getting along. Only in very rare 
cases have they failed to make good. 
In many 


instances they have risen rapidly and are now earn- 
ing very substantial salaries. 


"Similar efforts are being made to promote 
edu- 


cational advantages for the adult immigrant—to 
encourage night schools. 
For the last year the 


names of all children of school nge have been 
copied and sent to the superintendents of educa- 
tion all over the country, in order that they might 
immediately place children in school upon their ar- 
rival at their destination. By these means the gov- 
ernment conies in immediate contact with the sec- 
ond generation of immigrants and begins its as- 
similation process as soon as they reach this 
country."

one of the most influential bankers 
in New York, conscientiously was in 
doubt as to how he would vote at the 
presidential election in November. 
He was Cor William Howard Tai't in 
1!)12. 
He admits that after Mr. Wil- 


son's (-'lection lie found himself in 
sympathy with most 
of tbr; presi- 


dent's acts. 
Still he was not pre- 


pared to make a choice for the elec- 
tion of November, 1916. 


It *was so well known lhat Mr. 


Solomon was in doubt, so v.ell known 
in New York at lea1-! that he luul 
supported Taft and 
contributed to 


the Republican campaign lund, that 
cue of the friends 
of the banker 


wiote him on April '.',, UMti, asking 
him to give his support to 
Major 


General Leonard Wood for the lie- 
publican 
nomination lor president. 


He replied to iiis irierid in a Icltoi 
remarkable for its frankness. 
He 


was still in doi^it, but inclining to 
wards Wilson, lie took further time 
for consideration, and discussion, and 
now has declared him-elt unequiv- 
ocally in favor of the re-election of 
President Wilson. 
Xot only will he 


vote for the president's re-election, 
but lie has stated that he will work 
earnestly for that result. 


It is so seldom that the preluni- 


naiy processes of the mind leading to 
a definite decision can be recorded, 
that the Democratic National Com- 
mittee has asked and obtained per- 
mission for the publication of the re- 
mai kablc jotter of Mr. Solomon ex- 
plaining his attitude while he was 
still in doubt. 


In foi warding the letter, Mr. Solo- 


mon wrote: 
"I think it well to add 


that if I were wilting the letter today 
I would say definitely that in the 
coming contest for the piesldcncy 
any influence I may have will be 
given in favor of President Wilson's 
re-election, inasmuch as I have con- 
cluded that it vvill be the best inter- 
est of the whole country." 


The letter in which Mr. Solomon 


expressed his previous doubts was as 
follows: 


"I hold General Wood in high es- 


teem as I presume do all of our citi- 
zens. 
But in the matter of support 


ing him as a candidate for the presi- 
dency I inn«t say that up to now I 
am not quite clear that I shall not 
want to support Wilson if he is a 
candidate for a second term. I did 
not support him at the Hire of his 
fust election, firstly, as I was for 
the greater part of the time abroad, 
and any bias I had was in iavor of 
President 
Taft, 
and I subscribed, 


moderately to the funds for his cam- 
paign purposes. 


"After Mr. Wilson's election I was 


in sympathy with most of his acts. 
He carried out the wish of the peo- 
ple for ;\ retorm of the national bank- 
ing system. 
The Republican party 


had fo: years struggled over this 
matter -f. ithout success. 
The people 


of the countiy also demanded a tariff 
reform and Jlr. Wilson was looked 
to to secure it. While f am not pre- 
pared to say the tariff is perfect to- 
day, 
I generally lean to a tariff for 


revenue and the careful avoidance of 
pampering industries, as happened so 
so much in the tariff history of the 
past. 


"As lo Mr. Wilson's policy towards 


Mexico I have not felt like criticising 
it, and am certainly very far removed 
from sharing the views to which Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Root have given 
expression. 
If the Mexican people 


should want to sell us. part or all of 
Mexico, or if the whole of Mexico vol- 
untarily wanted 
to 
be annexed— 


—it would be very well for us to con- 
which is not, I know, going to happen 
sider whether we wanted to absorb 
that people. 
But I feel quite sure 


that it is not desirable for us to try 
to acquire part of Mexico by any ex- 
ercise of superior strength. 
It, of 


course, calls for great patience to 
look on and see m.iny outrages per- 
petrated on Mexican soil against our 
citizens, but these outrages have not 
in my opinion up to now justified our 
making war upon the Mexican peo- 
ple. 
The invasion of our country by 


Villa was the act of a bandit, and 
with the concurrence of the recog- 
nized Mexican government we very 
propei ly :<re going to inflict suitable 
punishment. 


"As to Mr. Wilson's attitude to- 


ward the European nations now in- 
volved in war, I think he has been 
confronted with the most 
difficult 


questions and deserves a great deal 
ot credit for seeking to establish au 
absolute case of the invasion .of our 
rights or lailure to give us a proper 
atc'ioment for a wrong done before 
severing diplomatic relations. 
It is 


no small matter to plunge a country 
into war and I can not, as an Amer- 
ican _ citizen, -feel that we would be 
at all safe from blunders made in 
haste if we were in the hands of 
people of the stamp 
of Theodore 


Roosevelt. 


"As to preparedness, Mr. Wilson, 


as far as I can judge, is in principle 
for preparedness. He .has addressed 
the people on that subject. How we 
are to attain preparedness is a mat- 
ter of detail. 
For my part I share 


Mr. Garrison's views as to the system 
the government should adopt, and re- 
gret that Mr. Wilson takes a differ- 
ent view as to how the eld which 
both have in mind is to be accom- 
plished. 
But I should not want to 


withdraw my sympathy from Mr. 
Wilson because of not sharing his 
views as to the method as long as he 
is distinctly seeking to accomplish 
the purpose we all aim at.

FLAT FEET AND PATRIOTISM 


Carelessness in Buying Shoes Unfits 


Many Americans for Service 


in the Army. 


It is not lack of: patriotism 
that 


makes Uncle Sam's task of recruiting 
a big army n difficult task. It is Hat 
feet and weak hearts, says the New 
York Globe. Despite prosperity there 
are thousands of young men who, un- 
der the stimulus of preparedness cam- 
paigns, have been and are offering 
their services to the country, but few 
are accepted. 


The preparedness parade Is having 


ts effect. Thousands of inquiries have 
come into the recruiting stations b^ 
uinll, telephone and by applicants In 
person. 
If only llat-footedness and 


weak hearts could be eliminated, there 
would be no difllcuity in getting all the 
men necessary. The fiat-footedness Is 
due in a large respect to the careless- 
ness of most men in selecting proper 
shoes. The poor heart showing is due 
in a large measure, the recruiting offi- 
cers say, to the increased number of 
cigarette smokers. 


As an instance of the severity of the 


physical examination, the repbrt of 
Capt. Frank E. Evans, recruiting offi- 
cer for tlie marine corps, may be cited. 
Captain Evans has six recruiting sta- 
tions—five in New York and one In 
Newark. During the first eleven days 
of May there were 149 applicants for 
enlistment, and of this number there I 
was not a single man who qualified. 
The majority of these men. were re- 
jected for poor hearts. 
Among the 


others were many suffering from flat- 
footedness.

BEST RECRUITS FROM FARMS 


Men 
From 
Middle West Are 


Sought by the Navy De- 


partment. 


Much 


The best type of men in the United 


States navy come from the farm or the 
village," said Monte C. McLaren of the 
Milwaukee naval recruiting station, ac- 
cording to the Sentinel of that city. 
"The rawest kind of a. country boy will 
make the best kind of material when 
properly handled. He is willing to ac- 
cept the commands of the superior of- 
ficer. 


"The navy department wants lads 


from the country," he said. "The navy 
is not particularly a calling for the 
sailor, but it is a place for a man who 
will take his place in the working out 
of a great system. The whole navy 
proposition is handled upon a very 
strict system plan and it is found that 
it is the boy who is the 'gawk' that 
gets to the front in the end. The fel- 
low from New York 'knows it all,' 
while the farm boy admits that he 
doesn't, but he is willing to learn. 


"Captains are continually seeking 


men from the United States naval 
training station at Great Lakes.
